WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


During the past year this District has been for- 
tunate in having had an: adequate supply of water 
while during the same period a majority of cities and 
towns throughout New England had a scant or mie 
curtailed supply. 


Breaks in the mains have been at a minimum, in 
May at the corner of South Main and Webster streets 
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a puncture caused a shut-off for a day. In June a 
rusted connection at Russell and Gould Terrace nec- 
essitated a shut-off for a few hours. In January the 
most important break came in the cement pipe on 
Main street near Potter’s Garage and the supply from 
High to Highland streets, through Main street, was 
cut off for about eleven hours. In the three hours 
preceding location of this break, the takers on higher 
ground had very little service and, in some instances, 
none at aill. 


New mains have been laid as follows: 


1. Corner of Merrill and Langdon to Bayley Ave- 
nue and down Bayley Avenue to northerly corner of 
the Cleveland Apartments at a cost of $1,139.53. 13 
families are supplied who previously were taking from 
a %,” tap. 

2. From near the Houston dwelling on Pleasant 
street to corner of Broadway at a cost of $1,825.52. 
11 families are cut over who had been taking from a 
partially filled 114,” tap. 


3. Miscellaneous new construction at a cost of 
$152.08. 


Two new hydrants have been installed, one at 
corner of Broadway and Pleasant and one on Bayley 
Avenue near the Cleveland Apartments. 


Cement pipes now remaining in -the principal 
mains should be replaced with iron as breaks are 
both expensive and hazardous. Repairs in the cement 
pipe lines can only be considered temporary as the © 
iron pipe substituted for the defective cement pipe 
is connected on either side with old cement pipe.

The additional number of pupils in our high school 
means an additiona! cost for equipment and supplies 
and the last year saw the largest enrollment in its 
history. 

We have expended the amount raised to put the 
assembly hall in condition for basket ball and the 
hall now seems to meet all requirements for that 
purpose. 


We feel indebted to our Superintendent, Head- 
master and all teachers in both high and district 
schools for their untiring efforts in the promotion 
of harmony and the good of your children.

In submitting my report as superintendent of 
schools I call your attention to the following com- 
parative statistics for the school year ending June 
30, 1923, and for the present school year 1923-24.

Although the winter of 1922-23 was a severe one 
with much drifting of snow and impassable roads our 
rural schools ran their full thirty-six weeks. All the 
schools together maintained a per cent of attendance 
of ninety-four. The tardiness record was 1,002, an 
average of 1.8 per pupil of average membership. While 
this is a low tardiness record we think it can be im- 
proved this school year. During 1922-23 the School 
Board are credited with visiting the schools 42 times, 
Citizens 631 times and the superintendent 833 times. 
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The work of the schools was completed substan- 
tially as outlined in the superintendent’s report of 
last year. Forty-five pupils completed their course of 
study in the eighth grades, most of whom are to be 
found in Plymouth High School. 


Deeming this brief note of the school year end- 
ing June 30, 1923, sufficent the superintendent will 
devote the rest of this Ags to the present schoo! 
year 1923-24. 


The Rural Schools 


We have been fortunate enough to retain four of 
our rural teachers. I doubt if any town in New Hamp- 
shire has been so favored as Plymouth in keeping on 
the staff for so many years of fine service three teach- 
ers of the quality of Mrs. Smith, Miss Stevens and 
Miss Dodge. Miss Greenly, too, has won her place 
in the community life of Lower Intervale. 


Miss Boswell’s place at Turnpike was taken by 
Miss Waver Lanpher of the class of 1923 Plymouth 
High School. Miss Lanpher fitted herself for the posi- 
tion by summer school study in the Normal School 
and has worked conscientiously for her school. Miss 
Merrill was too ill to resume her duties at the Sar- 
gent School. We are much indebted to Mrs. Everett 
Keniston who took over the school when Miss Merrill 
was unable to be present and consented to teach for 
the year. Her-maturity and experience have been 
invaluable. 


Teachers and pupils, and the patrons as well, I 
am sure, have been much pleased with the repairs and 
improvements made by the orders of the School Board.. 
All the schoolhouses have name signs now. All have 
excellent lights for evening community affairs, Ward 
Hill and Livermore enjoying electricy and the other 
schools good kerosene lights. 


That a good quality of work is being faithfully 
done by pupils and, teachers cooperating, frequent 
tests have plainly shown. 

I recommend that something be done each year 
in the direction of further alteration in each school 
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to ee them progressively. up to date. ~ Perhaps the 
most desirable changes are in the direction of furnish- 
ing better water supply and sanitary chemical toilets. 
It would seem wise to plan a policy of gradual change 
reaching over a number of years. | 


The Model Schools 


The seventh and eighth grades have been reor- 
ganized and approved by the State Board of Education 
as a Junior High School. French has been dropped 
and in its place courses in commercial and regional 
geography have been introduced. The fundamentals 
of arithmetic, writing and reading have not been neg- 
lected. Spelling has been given special attention all 
the year. As rich a content as possible is being pro- 
vided, and many social opportunities are being offered. 
Thus the Junior High School is serving as a means of 
closer articulation with the Senior High as we hope 
the future will surely prove. 


The alterations and repairs made by the School 
Board last August have been of great value. The 
school rooms were made typical of those elsewhere in 
New Hampshire. It has been possible to have single 
grades with a room for each this year. I doubt if a 
wiser step could have been taken than this one of 
thoroughly repairing the Model School. Happier and 
more industrious children, and more efficient teachers 
have been the evident results. 


The policy followed by the State of providing a 
teacher for each grade has been of great advantage 
and removed, so it seem to the superintendent, most of 
the objections that have been urged against the model 
schools. Experienced critic teachers have been in 
charge of the work. They have supervised closely, 
and have themselves taught the pupils sufficiently to 
assure a satisfactory degree of accomplishment by 
the children. 


The primary aim of the Model Schools as inter- 
preted by the superintendent has been to teach the 
children. The work of teacher training has been 
subordinated to this aim. The plan of apprentice teach- 
ing is being carried out so that each student teacher 
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- gradually assumes responsibility after she has demon- 
strated her ability in the easier graded tasks of teach- 
ing and management. Thus it is provided that at all 
times the critic teacher is held accountable for the 
control and instruction of the children. It does not 
seem a rash statement to say that the SY eae is ap- 
parently justifying itself. 


We have had sufficient experience to prove that 
the children are themselves benefiting from the spe- 
cial help which they have been able to receive from 
eager and conscientious young women working under 
the direction of the supervising teachers in small 
groups and special classes. Care has been taken not 
to deprive the pupils of initiative, or render them de- 
pendent. But the regular teachers have been much 
assisted in their work with the children who for vari- 
ous reasons have fallen behind in their studies. 


It seems as if the time were ripe for some modi- 
fication of the contract between the town and the Nor- 
mal School. Safeguarded by eight regular teachers, 
and by the system of supervision so largely under 
the control of the School Board the school district 
might make some concessions in the direction of al- 
lowing the two year seniors of the Normal School to 
begin their training school work during the fall term. 
I am sure that it would be of advantage to the chil- 
dren to allow this change. Distributing the work 
over a longer period would surely give the critic teach- 
ers a better opportunity with the pupils. I feel strong- 
ly that the district should vote to leave this matter 
to the discretion of the School Board. 


The High School 


I am presenting herewith a report by Headmaster © 
Orcutt which he has, after much urging, consented to 
write. You will find it an excellent account of the 
life and activities of the high school. As superin- 
tendent I have the following brief comment to make: 


1. The staff of nine regular teachers seems an 
able, devoted, loyal and cooperative body of men and 
women. 
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2. The general high standard of the school is 
being maintained. Its organization and dicipline are 
excellent. 

3. Music is once again in the curriculum, afford- 
ing much delight and profit. 


4, Athletics have received a quickened interest, 
but scholarship has not been compromised. The su- 
perintendent heartily endorses the appreciative words 
of the headmaster concerning the services of Rev. A. 
H. Gilmore in football, and of Mr. Edward Claire of 
the Holderness School in basket ball. 


5. A closer articulation between the high school 
and the elementary schools is being worked out. 


6. The program of the school is being progres- 
sively adapted to the needs and abilities of the pupils. 
The suggestions of the headmaster for further steps 
in this direction are excellent. 


Medical Inspection 


The facts about medical inspection have been 
given in Dr. Chase’s report. I feel that the examina- 
tion has been conscientiously made. Results this year 
have been on the whole better than last. Mrs. Chase 
has supplimented the work of the school physician 
by her weekly visits to the school. Her services have 
been very vauable. 


The Work of the Superintendent 


The work of the superintendent has been carried 
out by means of visits, conferences, standardized test- 
ing, teachers’ meetings and the cooperative group 
work of the teachers. At present the course of study 
in the model school is being reorganized by the teach- 
ers, in the direction of greater definiteness. 


A weekly conference meeting has been held with 
the critic teachers and three meetings of the rural 
teachers in the office of the superintendent have been 
given to classroom problems. On two occasions the 
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teachers of the high school and of the model school 
have come together to consider their common -difficul- 
ties. A Get Together Club organized by Mrs. Jewett 
of the Normal School Faculty has been proving an 
excellent social element for the teachers of Plymouth 
and Holderness. 

Recommendations 


1. Sufficient appropriations for necessary repairs 
and equipment. 


2. Sufficient appropriations for salaries adequate 
for holding our teachers. 


3. A change in the contract been ene the town 
and the Normal School to permit modification in the di- 
rection of allowing Normal School seniors in the two- 
year course to begin teacher training during the fall 
term at the discretion of the School Board. 


In Conclusion 


I wish to thank the people of Plymouth for their 
cooperation, and to express my grateful appreciation 
of the kindness and consideration of the School Board.

HEADMASTER’S REPORT ON THE HIGH SCHOOL 


To Supt. G. E. Speare: 

As you requested Iam submitting the following 
report of the Plymouth High School for the current 
year. 

High School Enrollment 
The total enrollment of the High School in re- 
cent years in shown as follows: 3

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The High School Staff in 1917-1918 consisted of 
eight members and this number continued until the 
second semester of 1922-1923 when another teacher 
was added because of the increased burden. While 
retrenchment seemed to suggest a return to the eight- 
member Staff for the present year, the opening in 
September found such an unexpected increase in en- 
rollment, that is 22, that another teacher was im- 
perative, and the place was filled as soon as possible 
by the election of Miss Dorothy Pattern, Smith 1923, 
of Nashua, N. H. Should a like increase be found at 
the opening next fall it seems certain the’ Staff will 
need again another member, for as a rule one teacher 
is required to every twenty pupils. 


The Auditorium 


Money was appropriated last year to put the Au- 
ditorium in condition for use. A floor was laid under 
the roof to give stability and stop radiation, where 
only the metal ceiling had been before. This change 
makes it possible to heat the Auditorium with com- 
parative ease and makes it usable all the time for 
class work, the Assembly, social hours and play. 


Two back-stops were erected in the Hall to pro- 
tect the walls and the windows screened so that bas- 
ket ball could be played here. This sport has been an 
opportunity during the indoor season for physical ex- 
ercise by both the boys and girls, and the benefits 
derived from this privilege are very great indeed and 
amply justified by the improved physical condition of 
the pupils. A carefully organized plan in which the 
student body cooperates excellently enables the Hall 
to be used for many different purposes each day, in- 
cluding practice games, without interference with 
the work going on in the other rooms. 


This does. not mean to say that Plymouth is not 
just as much in need of a school gymnasium as ever, 
but to suggest that the temporary fitting of the Audi- 
torium for athletic purposes was an intelligent expen- 
diture of money. This arrangement is only a make- 
shift, however, is clumsy to operate, injurious to the 
furnishings and will eventually probably cause the 
plaster of the rooms below to fall. 
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Athletics 


By the extended use of the Auditorium a new zest 
was given this year to winter sports. As we had now 
a chance to make it self-supporting, the basket ball 
schedule was lengthened. More home games were ar- 
ranged, competent coaching provided, and coopera- 
tion of public and school has produced great enthu- 
siasm. A winning team has been the result, box-office 
receipts satisfactory, and pupils going out for the 
teams not only not sacrificed scholarship, but to them 
school has a new and wholesome interest. The ex- 
cellent work of Coach Edward Claire and his manly 
influence with the basket ball team in the direction 
of clean sport I take great pleasure in recognizing 
here. 

After a lapse of seventeen years football was 
resurrected in P. H. 8S. in the fall of 1922. Interest 
enough in the game warranted a regular schedule this 
year, so five games were played. Although our suc- 
cess was not conspicuous if reckoned by scores alone, 
this opportunity for organized play under such a salu- 
tary influence as Rev. Arthur Gilmore as Coach made 
up for victories that will come in the near future as 
the game becomes more of a tradition in the School. 

One difficulty due to the topography of Plymouth 
is to secure games with schools within easy distance. 
Few schools of the size of P. H. S. support football. 

Pupil Activities | 

The High School is a busy place, a place of activi- 
ty along many lines of school endeavor. Along with’ 
_the work of the classroom, where the aim is always to 
do well ‘the day’s work,’ the School has encouraged 
and supported the following activities:

The Forum 

“The Profile’ 

The French Club 

The Girls Club 

The orchestra 

School Publicity | 
Practical Talks and Discunsiaue 
The Assembly 

Vocal Music 

Development of School Spirit 
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This report can allow only passing mention of 
these activities, but certain aspects of them should 
be noted. Athletics have already been discussed. The 
Forum, organized in April 1922, is now functioning as 
an outlet for the expression of the artistic and liter- 
ary penchants of the pupils as contrasted with the 
athletic. The meetings, usually held monthly, are 
characterized by a varied program consisting of five 
elements always, namely dramatic, debating, declama- 
tory, literary and musical. A competent person 48 
critic reviews each program and by constructive criti- 
cism stimulates improvement. All members are ac- 
tive and the Forum is itself a fine adjunct of the 
School. Alumni are honorary members. 


For the first time in the history of P. H. S. a 
school paper was started last fall. Prizes were offered 
for a name, and the winning offering was ‘‘The P. H. 
S. Profile’ suggested by Wesley Copplestone. The 
second edition of the paper will appear at Easter, and 
the third at Commencement. The merits of the first 
edition seemed to justify our high hopes of the pro- 
ject. “The Profile’ is another outlet for pupil ex- 
pression along artistic lines, and its: several depart- 
ments furnish a training.that ranks equally with the 
scholastic. 


The French Club is composed only of honor pupils 
in French, that is, those with a rank of eighty-five 
per cent or more. Meetings are held irregularly and 
are conducted in the vernacular. 


The Girls Club is for altruistic purposes only. It 
performs a fine service in providing collations for 
visiting teams, and doing a varied and beneficial ser- 
vice about the building, such as beautifying the Teach- 
ers’ Room. The club is under the direction of. the 
Dean of Girls, Mrs. Verne Pierce. 


The development of the P. H. 8. orchestra as a 
school organization is remarkable. This group of fif- 
teen musicians is a source, of pride in our school. To 
Mrs. Bessie Pease is due the thanks of all of us for 
her skill and patience in carrying on this important 
work. More pupils in the schools should be induced 
to take up instrumental practice. 
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We try to inform the patrons of the High School 
what we are doing by weekly “Notes” published in 
“The Plymouth Record.” We have sometimes won- 
dered whether the Plymouth public wishes this pub- 
licity feature to be continued. The Headmaster would 
appreciate expressions of opinion. 

Practical talks and discussions by local persons 
on timely topics of interest to pupils have been given 
in the Assembly hour, and at other times. Dr. Ernest 
Bell addressed the history pupils on ‘France’; Supt. 
G. E. Speare, on ‘‘Having a Vision”; Mrs. John Whee- 
ler, the girls on “Personel Hygiene’; Dr. George 
Bowles, the whole student body on “‘Thrift’”; and Rev. 
A. H. Gilmore, on ‘‘Courtesey.” The work of the So- 
cial Problems class, with Mr. Pitkin as leader, is an 
active agent in enhancing school spirit and social wel- 
fare. This is true also of the Girls Club. 

Vocal Music by classes once’ a week was carried 
on the first semester of this year under the direction 
of Miss Patten. Owing to lack of time it is being done 
this present semester by the student body ensemble 
twice each week in Assembly. We are glad to see 
vocal music restored after a lapse of two years. 


The Classroom 


P. H. 8S. sends an unusually large number of its 
pupils to higher institutions of learning. We are hap- 
py to say these carry with them such preparation 
and training that they are not sent home because of 
failure. Nor is it any longer necessary for any pupil 
of ambition and application to finish his preparation 
for college at another institution. P. H. 8. prepares 
for college. But the limiting by the colleges of the 
number admitted has caused the post-secondary in- 
stitutions to throw back upon the schools an increas- 
ed burden of preparing better and still better the pu- 
pils knocking for admission. The high schools then are 
between the upper and nether millstone; we must ex- 
pect better preparation on the part of the lower schools 
that supply our pupils, and we must insist upon better 
work and more of it if we are to continue to fit our 
graduates for the varied schools they attend if we 
wish to maintain the fair name of P. H. S. as an excel- 
lent preparing school. The public, I fear, is not al- 
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ways aware of the newer demands made upon the 
school by the newer demands of the times. It can 
best know these demands by visiting the High School 
and conferring with the teachers or the Office, where 
visitors. are always welcome and where the facts are 
open to all. , 

To make the work of the classroom easier for the 
pupil, to enable him to do more of his work during 
the: school day, to lighten his home-work,; and, best 
of all, to teach him how to attack his problems and 
how to study for himself, Supervised Study was in- 
troduced at the beginning of this school year. This 
meant the lengthening of the class period from 40 

to 50 minutes and cutting the periods from 6 to 7 
per day. This also threw an increased burden on the 
teachers, who, however, were unanimously for the 
adoption of the plen, and who most unselfishly have 
labored for its success. The plan has worked well, but 
has yet to be perfected by closer supervision and eX- 
perience. The best schools today are using some kind 
of supervised study. It necessitates, however, for its 
complete success more teachers or else the carrying 
of a greater teaching load. Fewer pupils have left 
school this year, and we hope fewer failures will ensue. 


Attendance 


P. H. S. has a high attendance record; the pupils 
seem to like to be present every day. Cases of tardi- 
ness are rare in fact our attendance record is among 
the highest in the state, and our tardiness almost the 
lowest. 

Additions 


Our High School reference library has been in- 
creased in the last six years from 490 to over 1200 
volumes. As a rule we do not add volumes which are 
already in the Plymouth Library, which latter is open 
to our use. With the addition of another thousand 
volumes in the next ten years our library should quite 
fill our ordinary needs. 

Additions yearly to our physical and chemical ap- 
paratus have made these quite the equal of any in 
the state. Our biological laboratory, however, is 
greatly in need of apparatus, and this should be pro- 
vided soon. 
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The Auditorium has been supplied with over 150 
extra chairs, this to meet the need of the usual school 
functions. 


Recommendations 


We now offer four Curricula or Courses of Study. 
These overlap one another somewhat, so that the va- 
riety of subjects is not quite so extensive as it sounds. 
I feel, out of justice to the boy or girl who finds some 
subjects forbidding, we should offer still another 
Course for the coming year in which Mathematics and 
any foreign language would not be required. In their 
stead other subjects would be offered of a more general 
sort for the pupil who does not plan or expect to grad- 
uate, or who, through economic pressure, must limit 
his education to ‘bread and butter’ subjects alone. 
Such a course would, in a measure, keep longer in 
school some pupils who now feel obliged to fall out 
of line. Whether this plan would require another 
teacher is yet to be seen. I strongly recommend this, 
however. 


Conclusion 


I thank you and the School Board for giving me 
this year the finest corps of teachers with which has 
ever been by pleasure to work. Their devotion to duty, 
their loyalty, their tireless application to their tasks 
and their interest in the pupils’ welfare in and out of 
the classroom, as far as their heavy schedules permit 
it, deserve the approval and commendation of the pub- 
lic. When altercations have arisen they have been 
generally due to misunderstanding, all which are best 
settled by mutual acquaintance and constructive co- 
operation. Our aim is to teach the pupils to be self- 
reliant; to become good citizens by learning to prac- 
tice the civic virtues in school, and to teach the pu- 
pils to do better the desirable things they are going 
later to do anyway. I am proud to say. as I confidently 
believe, that the studeny body of P. H. S. for whole- 
someness, for the right kind of school spirit, for am- 
bition and the will to do the right as they see it can- 
not be duplicated anywhere. It is a pleasure to work 
and live with them. 
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May I take this occasion to express my deep ap- 
preciation for the cooperation of the public, for the 
help of the parents in particular, for the whole-heart- 
ed response to our every need by the School Board, for 
the loyalty of the teaching Staff, and the wise coun- 
sel and helpfulness of the Superintendent of Schools.

MEDICAL EXAMINER’S REPORT 


To the School Board of the Town of Plymouth, N. H.: 

I herewith hand you my third annual report as 
Medical Examiner of the Schools of Plymouth. 

I have, this year, examined 557 pupils out of a 
total attendance of 580, 23 being absent. Out of 557 
examined, I found defect in 169 children, some ‘having 
more than one defect. I found and reported 299 
defects. A very large proportion of the defective 
cases reported last year have been attended to by 
seeking treatment. This is especially noticeable with 
eye affections, as almost every child who needed them 
has been fitted with glasses. The teeth and tonsils 
have also been well looked after. Many cases that 
had defective teeth and tonsils have had their teeth 
removed or filled, and their tonsils showed improve- 
ment, showing without doubt, that many cases of en- 
larged tonsils was caused by bad teeth. This is es- 
pecially true where Pyorrhea was present. 

I wish I might say the same about vaccination, 
although we have gained some in that direction, find- 
ing 60 cases of unvaccinated against 72 cases last 
year. These cases are mostly in the Kindergarten and 
Model Schools, for only 8 were found lacking this 
treatment in the High School, as Mr. Orcutt has been 
everlastingly after them and, as I remember, the most 
of these 8 were out of town pupils. I have been recent- 
ly informed by the Secretary of the State Board of 
Health that the law WILL BE ENFORCED in regard 
to vaccination. 
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Our other nuisance with which we have had to 
contend, has been lice. I am sorry to say that we founG 
21 children who were affected with lice, attending 
school, but with the combination of the persistence 
of the teachers and the follow-up work of the District 
Nurse, we think at this time that every case is cleared 
up. 

I wish to thank everyone connected with the 
schools of Plymouth, from the Superintendent down 
through the High, the Model, the Rural and Kinder- 
garten, for their cooperation and assistance in the 
work, as the teachers in many cases have noticed and 
called my attention to some things that I might have 
overlooked. 

In conclusion will say that during the past three 
years, since I have been Medical Examiner for the 
Schools of Plymouth, I have observed much improve- 
ment in the general physical condition of the children. 
The parents have taken more pains to have the chil- 
dren neat and clean.
